light of Portsmouth harbor

that two of the Seven Wonders of th 
ancient world were lighthouses, bu 
not made of wood and Iron us th 
modern lighthouses, but of brass mi 
glass. 


Tho Collossus of Rhodes 
on 
tin 


island ot Kuode In .tho Aegean sci 
was complc'lcd in 2SO 1). C., utter 1 
years of labor. 


ItSyhcfghl was 170 feet and X years 


after the statue was erected, the col- 
ossus lay llko a huge grant in the 
rocks, the result of an earthquake. Yoi 
can look now in vain for tho place 
where tho famous colossus of brass 
stood. 


The seventh wonder was the Pharos 


of Alexandria off the coast ut Egypt 
built between 285 . and 2-17 15. C., of 
glass—like a modern lighthouse. 


The Pharos consisted of several stag- 


es each smaller than the oue beneath 
It. It could bo seen for 100 miles. 


For n light It had a fire placed on 


lop and a wonderful mirror to signal 
lo the ships. It was probably three 
times as tall as one ot our modern 
lighthouses and It stood for centuries. 


It was. partly destroyed 
by 
the 


Greeks and Its mirror smashed. The 
Arabs were never a. sea faring.people. 
Thcn^ships were few and they had lit- 
tle use for tlie Pharos, but In every 
Moslem masque tliero is a~ tower -sug- 
gestive of the Pharos of Alexandria. 


I.Ike the Colpssus< of 
Rhodes, an 


eartlKiuakc finally destroyed Ihe.Phar.- 
os urnl the site where it stood was for- 
gotlen. 


Both of these famous 
lighthouses 


were in the Mediterranean sea, show- 
Ing the importance of the ancient ship 
pine on that inland sea.
